ItAII.ROAD NEWS. 


An Advance in Enstbaaud Passen- 


ger Hate*. 


The Southern Pacific Company and 


the Union Pacific Railroad raised their 
eastbonnd passenger rate* Thursday to 
correspond with the advance made bj 
the Atlantic & Pacific and Atchison 
roads. The net rates at 3 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon were as follows: Omaha 
and Kansas City, first class 12, second 
class $7; St. Louis, $19.50 and $14 50; 
Chicago, $24.50 and $19.50; New Tork, 
$43 and 31.25; Baston, $45 and $36.25. 
The rebates are $18 first class and $13 
second class. 


The various railway ticket offices 


were crowded Thursday with purchas- 
ers of tickets, people receiving their 
rebate, and others inquiring for partic- 
ulars ns to the increase in rates. It ap- 
peared to be the general belief that a 
farther increase will be made, and no 
doubt that was one of the main causes 
which led to the large number of ticket 
buyers around the railroad offices. 


Among those who are supposed to 


bare a fair knowledge of what is going 
on in railroad circles there is a strong 
belief that the railrond war is about 
over, and that rates will be rapidly ad- 
vanced, but that they will never again 
reach the figures ruling just before the 
breaking up of the Trans-Continental 
Association. The present advance is 
cited to show that the belief that the 
war is about ended is correct. 


It was stated that persons who had 


come here over the Atlantic & Pacific 
with orders for return tickets at cut 
rates had been refused tickets by the 
agents on the ground that as there had 
been a washout on the Atchison, Tope- 
ka & Santa Fe road they would honor 
no further orders until instructions to 
that effect bad been received from head- 
quarters. This statement was not cor- 
roborated, however, and it ia not proba- 
ble that any such action will be taken.

for an adjournment. 


Ihe Sew Turk Tribune's Philadelphia 


special of April 22d says: The associa- 
tion of wool merchants of this city has 
issued a circular, Hating that the "us- 
soeia'.ion proposes to use its influence 
for higher duties nn wool and also 
higher dutiea ou the products of wool, 
and they earnestly request all Tool 
merchants concerned immediately to 
ask their representatives in Congress 
not only to oppose any reduction of 
duties, but to ask for the restoration of 
the tariff of 1867 on wool."

The 
man wrote the parties to whom Beecher 
said be sent the postal orders, and the 
reply came book that they bad never 
been received. The man then charged 
Beecher with deceiving him and appro- 
priating the money. Beecher replied 
that he gave the money to the postal 
clerk on th» boat with instructions to 
pure-base the postal aiders and forward 
them. When Beecher (was appointed 
Collector of Port Townsend this man 
threatened t» expose him if he did not 
repay the money. It is said that Beeoher 
then refunded the $300. This is tbe 
substance of the charge against Beecher.

Fait "in 1881.

himself. The Bapnblican plan of mm- 
paign is based upon this assumption. 
There being no Bepobliean in tbe field 
who can measure naokg with the Demo- 
cratic millienaire, the principal candi- 
dates bave agreed to combine against 
him as tbe common enemy, and exert 
themselves to elect a Be publican Legis- 
lature, -with wbioh each will take bis 
chances. The personal popularity and 
influence of each is to be need for tbe 
benefit of the party first, and for the in- 
dividual aspirant afterwards. 
Three 


Republicans are at present known to be 
in this pool—William M. Stewart, Thos. 
Wren and C. C. Powning. 
C. G. Stev- 


enson, of Gold Hill, who two years ago 
threatened to give Jones some trouble, 
is not now much heard of, and B. M. 
Daggett lias also nearly disappeared 
from view. The latter, however, ia said 
by his friends to be still in the field, and 
determined to play the part of Corio- 
lanus nnless his claims are recognized. 
Practically, however, the struggle will, 
from present appearances, be narrowed 
down to Fair ou the one side and Messrs. 
Stewart, Wren and Powning on the 
other. Stewart ia strongest in Storey 
and Ormsby connties, Powning can 
carry the Washoe delegation against 
anybody, and Wren is tbe favorite in 
Eureka, and throughout the State. 
It 


is hoped by the Republican managers 
that these three, by making a combined 
fight—each restricting his exertions to 
his own neighborhood—can prevent tbe 
election of a pemocratio Legislature. In 
this event, the race would probably lie 
between Stewart and Wren. Mr. Pown- 
ing—who has been a State Senator, who 
ran for Congress in 1882 and was de- 
feated, and who is at present United 
States Surveyor General of his State- 
is still a very young man, and scarcely 
ripe enough for the responsibilities of 
the Senatorship. Outside of bis own 
county there is a general belief that it 
will do him no harm to wait for a few 
years. Mr. Wren is undoubtedly a strong 
man. He served one term in Congress 
creditably, and has been always A faith- 
ful hard-working Republican. Although 
by no means brilliant, he has solid abil- 
ities and would compare favorably with 
the average Senator. Mr. Stewart is, 
however, by long odds tbe ablest raau 
among the Republican candidates, aud 
the Republican party, not only of Ne- 
vada but of the whole const, would be 
advantaged by his presence in th» Sen- 
ate. The objection is made to him that 
he has but recently resumed his resi- 
dence in Nevada, after living a number 
of years in this city. Both Wren and 
Powuing might fairly press this point 
upon the Legislature, but it would be 
hardly likely to nave that weight which 
it would have iu any other State. It is 
a long time since Hevada has had a gen- 
uine Nevadan to represent her in tbe 
upper bouse of Congress. Both the 
present Senators are San Franciscans, 
us Sbaron was. 


The partisans of Senator Fair are not 


at all frightened by tbe earnestness and 
activity of their adversaries. On tbe 
contrary, they are serenely coofMem, 
and say quietly that Ihe R»pnblicuns 
this year may have the fun of fighting 
and campaigning all to themselves—that 
Fair's interest iu the contest will not be 
obtrusively manifested until the duy of 
election, wben he will eit-rt iii'Dsi-lf und 
Rive the State another Democratic LCR 
islature and capture his seat for sn 
years longer.

We give herewith an engraving of the 


"first building of the Nevada State Uni- 
versity, wbioh was opened last week. 
It is situated on a picturesque site less 
than a mile from the railway depot at 
Reno. The plans for tbe building were 
drawn by M. A. Curtis, the architect, 
from suggestions as to requirements 
given him by Regent Sbaw. Messrs. 
Burke Bros, oi Reno, had the contract 
for the erection of the building, and 
considering the small amount paid them 
(12,700), the University authorities say 
that the builders have not only given 
great satisfaction bat have demonstrated 
that Nevada mechanics are equal to the 
production of work which will challenge 
comparison with the best anywhere else. 
They say that in material, character ol 
workmanship and finish the Nevada 
State University building will stand the 
roost searching criticism. .The now 
building is built of brick, having a atone 
foundation, Both the basement and 
mansard roof floors are well lighted, 
commodious and adapted for school pur- 
poses. The basement is divided into 
four rooms for the janitor, stores, assay 
furnaces, quartz crushers and work- 
shops. The first floor is approached by 
a broad flight of steps leading to a fine 
vestibule and ball. On the left hand 
side are the principal's office, reception 
room, Regents' r6om, library and mus- 
eum; on tbe right hand side the assayer's 
office, assaying room, weighing room 
lavatory and gymnasium. Ascending 
to the second floor the visitor will find 
a large lecture hall on. the right and two 
fine class rooms on the left band side. 
The third floor has two large apart- 
ments—a general assembly room and an 
armory. 


The first register or catalogue of tbe 


University of Nevada was issued a few 
weeks ago by tbe State Printer, Since 
the Legislature passed tbe Act transfer- 
ring the University from Elko to Reno, 
a great deal of work has devolved upon 
tbe present Board of Regents. Tbe le- 
sult of their labor is shown in tbe regis- 
ter, which gives a history of tha Univer- 
sity from the date of its foundation iu 
1873. 


The faculty at the present time con- 


sists of but two instructors, Prof. A. 
H. Willis, A. M., who is in charge of 
tbe Scientific and Mining Department, 
and Prof. J .W. McCammon, R. A., 
who is Principal of tba Preparatory 
Department, and who supervises the 
academic branches. 
Both gentlemen 


are college graduates and have had ex- 
perience as teachers. Prof. Willis is a 
graduate of Princeton College, New 
Jersey, and Prof.McCammon is a grad- 
uate of the Ohio Wesleyau University, 
a: Delaware, Ohio. 


It is the design to equip the institu- 


tion in all branches aud to build it up 
in every way. 
At tbe entrance last 


week there were 13 young men and 23 
young womeu enrolled. 
The institu- 


tion ia open to all Nevada youths who 
can pass tbe entrance examination, and 
tuition is free. 
Wo shall take a deep 


interest in tbe University of our sister 
State aud rejoice in its good work. AD 
Nevada is largely a. mining State, spec- 
mi effort will be made to advance the 
sciences nndeilying success iu practical 
mining. The growth of the State in 
asricultui'6, however, is veiy commend- 
able, us has been mated from time to 
time in om columns, and, no doubt, 
due effort will be put forth by tbe Uni- 
versity to minister to that progress. The 
foundation for the special courses will 
be a thorough course in tbe higher 
bianuhes whicb pertain to general cul- 
ture.
